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In Claim 26 . replace "wherein eacli of B, C and D is selected from the group 
consisting of tert-butyl, 1-tetrahydropyranyl, 1-tetrahydrofuranyl, 1-ethoxyethyl, 1- 
phenoxyethyl, an organic group represented by" with — wherein each of B, C 
and D is selected from the group consisting of 1-tetrahydrofuranyl and an organic 
group represented by — . 

5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: As previously 
indicated in Final Office action, Ueda(JP'843)'s cyclic polyphenol compound of formula 
(2) does not teach or suggest those compounds of present claims 1 , 5, 21 , 22 and 24- 
28. Also, present claims are allowed over previously cited references for the reasons 
stated in the record.
